REMARKS 

The Office action has been carefully considered. The Office action rejected 
claims 1-24 under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-58 of Brundrett et al., U.S. Patent 
No. 6,249,866, in view of Kaplan et al., U.S. Patent No. 6,704,871 . The Office 
action also rejected claim 1 under the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. § 112 for 
insufficient antecedent basis of the claim limitation "the installable software 
component." Finally, the Office action indicated that a terminal disclaimer may be 
timely filed to overcome the non-statutory double patenting rejection. Applicants 
file herewith a terminal disclaimer to overcome the non-statutory double patenting 
rejections. 

By present amendment, claim 1 has been amended to more particularly 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter of the invention. Thus claim 1 has 
been amended for clarification and not in view of the prior art. Applicants submit 
that the claims as filed were patentable over the prior art of record, and that the 
amendments herein are for purposes of clarifying the claims and/or for expediting 
allowance of the claims and not for reasons related to patentability. 
Reconsideration is respectfully requested.
